ONE  MORE  IN  '84 


The  road  to  Market  Square  was  paved  with  hardwork, 
determination,  strength,  and  dedication.  Lead  by  coach- 
es, Don  Patton,  Don  Puckett,  Bud  Palmer,  and  Dennis 
Lewis,  the  Eagles  received  a  number  1  ranking  in  the 
wrestling  coaches  association  pre-season  poll.  During  the 
season  the  grapplers  proved  a  lot  with  wins  over  ranked 
teams  such  as.  Jay  County,  Pendleton  Heights,  Muncie 
South,  and  Cathedral.  The  Eagles  ended  a  62  dual  meet 
winning  streak  when  they  lost  against  Warren  Central 
31-28.  This  loss  moved  the  team  to  3rd  in  the  rankings. 

Going  into  the  sectional,  the  Eagles  had  to  redeem 
themselves  and  prove  that  they  were  number  one.  The 
team  came  out  of  sectional  with  ten  champions  and  two 
second  place  finishes.  At  the  semi-state,  seniors  Cary 
Campbell,  David  Locke,  John  Ginther,  Ron  Riggin  and 
junior  Craig  Campbell  all  earned  the  right  to  advance  to 
the  state  tournament. 

Pulling  the  five  qualifiers  through  Friday  night,  the  first 
round,  was  a  key  to  the  state  championship.  Each 
wrestler  received  two  advancement  points  giving  the 
Eagles  14  team  points  after  the  first  round. 

Saturday  also  proved  very  successful  as  David  Locke, 
Ron  Riggin  and  John  Ginther  all  reached  for  that 
something  extra  and  won  individual  state  titles.  For  Ron  it 
was  his  first  trip  to  M.S. A.  and  was  well  worth  years  of 
dedication,  and  hard  work.  David  Locke  came  off  with 
more  than  the  145  pound  state  title,  he  also  won  the 
Harold  F.  Mumby  Award,  which  is  the  ISHAA  wrestling 
mental  attitude  award.  For  John  Ginther  the  win  made 
him  a  two  time  state  wrestling  champ.  John  closed  his 
final  three  year  record  with  a  106-2  record.  Craig  Campbell 
who  arrived  at  Market  Square  with  a  39-0  record,  earned  a 
third  place  finish.

"The  area  career  center  is  a  great  program  for  students  to  get 
experience  in  job  careers  and  training  at  the  same  time,"  comment- 
ed Dr.  Longenecker.  The  career  center  offers  a  variety  of  areas 
including  graphic  arts,  electronics,  metal  fabrications,  office  lab, 
health  care  and  cosmetology  located  at  Ambers.  This  education  is 
open  to  any  junior  or  senior.  The  students  spend  half  a  day  at  the 
center  and  receive  six  credits  per  year.  If  students  attend  the  center 
during  their  junior  year  and  return  for  their  senior  year  they  are 
placed  in  actual  stores  to  experience  first  hand  the  procedures  in 
the  field  they  are  studying.  After  graduating  from  the  career  center 
students  are  often  placed  in  jobs  or  they  can  use  the  center  as  a 
recommendation  for  future  careers.  Senior  Angle  Benson  proved 
that  the  center  can  be  an  aid  for  a  job  because  she  was  placed  as  a 
legal  secretary.  As  an  introduction  to  hopefuls  who  are  thinking 
about  going  to  the  area  career  center  representatives  come  to  Delta 
and  present  slide  shows  and  information  to  sophomores. 

Industrial  arts  students  learned  basic  skills  in  woodworking  and 
metals.  These  students  and  those  in  agriculture  worked  on  projects 
throughout  the  year.
